FAILS TO RALLY 
FROM ASTHMA 


Death Announced by 
Cardinal Pacelli 30 Min- 
utes After Extreme 
Unction Administered. 


DR. MILANI CALLED 
FROM OWN SICKBED 


End Comes As Surprise 
to Swiss Guards at Vat- 
ican After Quiet Night. 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 10.— _ 
(Friday)—(AP) —Pope Pius 
XI, 261st head of the Roman 
Catholic Church and the “Pope 
of Peace,” died shortly before 
dawn this morning at the age 
of 81. 

His heart, weakened by two 
years of illnesses, stopped its 
flutter at 5:31 a. m. (10:31 
p. m. Atlanta time, Thursday. ) 
At 6:38 a. m. the mournful 
bells of St.’ Peter’s tolled out 
the news to the world. 

, The pontiff’s chief doctor, 
Aminta Milani, himself was 
called from a sick bed to be in 
attendance in the small bed- 
room. in the private papal 
apartments. 

The pontiff passed away 
with' his nephew, Count Fran- 
co Ratti, a few cardinals, pre- 
lates, Dr. Milani and Dr. Filip- 
po Rocchi, and two male nurses 
at the bedside. 

Breathes His Last. 

Most were on théir knees 
praying when Dr. Milani an- 
nounced the Holy Father had 
breathed his last. 

Cardinal Eugenio Pacelli, 
camerlengo or interim ruler of 
the church, made the official 
pronouncement of death, with 
the traditional rite. 

Wearing his violet mozzetta 
and mantelletta or mantel, as 
if the Pope still lived, he ap- 
proached the death bed and 
drew back the white veil that 
now covered the dead pontiff’s 
face.

Search for Sinking Ship Is Abandoned 


‘Sold --- To the Public!’ Pretty Pages Wield Gavel’ 


Crew of 37 Believed Lost; 
Rescue Vessels Plow 
Through Storm - Tossed 
Waste in Vain Hunt. 


CHATHAM, Mass., Feb. 9.—() 
Her crew of 37 men believed lost, 
rescue vessels tonight abandoned 
search for the British freighter 
Maria de Larrinaga, which yester- 
day radioed she was sinking about 
1,200 miles east of New York. 

Four vessels which left their 
courses to cruise a storm-tossed 
waste to the south-eastward of 
Cape Race, Newfoundland, advised 
the radiomarine station here they 
found only a field of wreckage 
— miles wide and no sign of 
ife. 

The only remaining hope was 
that the men succeeded in launch- 
ing life boats and possibly made 
their way into the milder region 
of the bulf stream. The rescue 
vessels, however, after becoming 
convinced the freighter’ sank, 
searched in vain for her boats, 

No Sign of Life Boat, 

In one of the last messages re- 
ceived by the radiomarine station 
the Cunard-White Star liner 
Aurania told of steaming for hours 
through a field of wreckage which 
extended a mile and a half on each 
side of her. In the wreckage were 
hatch covers, oars, table tops, lad- 
ders, but no sign of a life boat. 

After searching until darkness 
fell, the Aurania and the American 
steamer Scanmail said they were 
resuming their voyages. 

Boisterous seas and a high wind, 
accompanied by snow squalls 
swept the region in which the four 
ships sought the British freighter. 
The fury of the weather was in- 
dicated by the Clintonia, believed 
a British tramp. She reported her 
radio had been silenced many 
hours by water driven into the 
wireless shack, high on the bridge.

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PARTY SCHISM 
IN VIRGINIA 


RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 9.—(4)— 
The most intense rivalry between 
democratic factions in Virginia in 
decades looms as possible out- 
growth of the controversy center- 
ing in the senate rejection of 
President Roosevelt’s nomination 
of Floyd H. Roberts to a Virginia 
federal judgeship. 

Far more interesting to Virgin- 
ians than the Roberts controversy 
itself, or a defeat for the Presi- 
dent by an interparty coalition in 
congrcss is the answer to the ques- 
tion: Does the Roberts incident 
mean a break which will plunge 
factions headed by conservative 
United States Senator Harry F. 
Byrd and pro-New Deal Gov2rnor 
James H. Price into a bitter politi- 
cal war? 

While the Roberts controversy 
continues in Washington, there is 
little being said publicly in Vir- 
ginia. Governor Price has de- 
clined to comment since he ap- 
peared for Judge Roberts before 
the senate judiciary coOmmittee. 

So far friction in Virginia be- 
tween factions headed by the sen- 
ator and the Governor has been 
largely potential, with just enough 
actual contact to emphasize the 
possibilities. 

If the Roberts controversy has 
tipped over the teapot the logical 
result may be a primary election 
fight this year for control of the 
general assembly of Virginia, op- 
position to Senator Byrd in the 
1940 Democratic primary, and a 
battle for control of the 1940 Dem- 
ocratic convention which will 
name the state’s 22 delegates to 
the Democratic national conven- 
tion. 

Many politicians are nervous in 
Virginia. These include a consid- 
erable number friendly to leaders 
on both sides who would regret 
necessity to take sides. Many non- 
office-holding citizens can be 
placed in the same category. No 
definite alignments have been 
drawn so far.

minority terrorism. |

must be hoped that the congressman has seen 
the light and been led to the path of intelli- 
gent investigation. For the committee last year 
permitted any crackpot seeing red spots to vil- 
lify, without consideration, any official or. citi- 
zen the spot-afflicted witness desired.

The most immediately important problem is 

. that of increasing the rate of traffic flow with- 
out raising the speed limit. This can be accom- 
plished through various mechanical  adjust- 
ments, such as staggering of traffit light opera- 
tion, parking regulations and elimination of 
bottlenecks. : 

But each of these adjustments is a tem- 
porary expedient. It takes care of conditions 
prevailing at the time. There is little perma- 
nent correction, since any increase in the traf- 
fic load may automatically nullify the correc- 
tion. 

The time is fast approaching when Atlanta 
must insist upon more permanent measures to 
relieve conditions that even today are serious. 

_ Probably foremost is the parking problem, to 

which a temporary answer has been found in 
the large number of parking lots being operat- 
ed.. They have absorbed many of the automo- 

. biles barred from street: parking, yet there is 
nothing about them which can be classed as 
permanent, With one or two exceptions, the 
ground is privately owned, and a renewal of 
building activity—which would in itself in- 
crease the traffic problem—will eliminate many 
lots. It is obvious, then, that these buildings 
and others like them must provide the parking 
space. A return to street parking is impossible, 
and impractical. The city government. must 
then make use of its control over building to 
insist that parking facilities be provided in re- 
lation to the use to which the building will be 
placed. The same would apply to new apart- 
ment houses and homes. 

In a similar manner, provision should be 
made for eventual widening of certain streets 
and eliminating bottlenecks that today effec- 
tually slow traffic. 

Equally important is the education of the 
individual driver. No small part of the traffic 
stagnation in the downtown section can be 
traced to the motorist who insists upon driving 
at a.15-mile-an-hour rate in the middle of the 
street when the way is clear for a speed nearer 
the limit—or the curb. To put it mildly, this 
is a selfish abuse of street privileges and equal- 
ly as dangerous as excessive speed. The 25-mile- 
an-hour limit is predicated not alone on a re- 
duction of the higher speeds, but also a speed- 
ing up of the plodder to a point at which all 
traffic is enabled to flow smoothly, This elimi- 
nates the necessity for dangerous passing, for 

. sudden spurts of speed to get around the 15- 
mile-an-hour driver and for police concentra- 


tion at points at which traffic has a tendency — 


to become jammed. This will also make the 
25-mile speed ceiling practical, rather than 
honored more in the breach than in the ob- 
servance. 

Strangely enough, each of the factors in the 
general traffic picture requires an expert, non- 
political approach, which, despite the great ad- 
vances made in meeting the traffic problem in 
Atlanta, the city has- not yet provided. There 
has been considerable discussion of the prac- 
ticality of placing traffic under the sole control 
of an able man, removing it from the necessity 
for councilmanic interference. It must not be 
considered that the temporary improvement 
resulting from the speed limit charge as re- 
moved the need for this revision in the handling 
of the general traffic problem.

THE NEED FOR ECONOMY There ought to be economy. One 


. and all agree on it. 

The issue really is up to the legislature. It must initiate laws | 
which will bring about economy. The important thing is that these © 
laws be initiated only after careful consideration and that, for the | 
sake of the public, they be enacted for the purpose of economy and 
not for political revenge. 

The consolidation of many of Georgia’s counties, civil service 
and other measures designed to bring about more efficient govern- 
ment, would bring about economy. The reorganization -of county © | 
and local governments, their relationship one to the other, would 
bring about the saving of millions of dollars. Yet none of these 
things are given any very real consideration for the sole reason they 
ae upset the accepted political order in local and county organi- 
zations. 

Hence, the danger the public may be penalized by the enact- 
ment of legislation which is not primarily designed to bring about 
economy but to obtain political revenue. This is true in state and 
national government. 

Governor Rivers asked the legislature to show where savings 
could be had and to help do the saving. His political enemies say 
he had to say it. His political friends say he said it sincerely, | 
Whatever the reason, he said it. The issue is therefore up to the | 
legislature. There again is the necessity for ignoring political ani- | 
mosity and voting legislation which will benefit the people and the 
services the state must give them. And not to start a general at- 
tack on any and all governmental services. 

The time is coming, when the legislature is done, when it must | 
decide if it will maintain the services the people want and how they | 
will be sustained. No matter how many bureaus or boards are — 
abolished, the services still must be paid for or abolished. Economy 
will not pay for them. Economy ought to be given the people in 
state government. But it will not pay the way for schools, health, 
the University System and for social legislation. What will pay 


for it? 
ONE OF THESE DAYS! One of these days there must be a 
general reorganization of county and 
local governments. It is an inescapable fact that county and local 
government today is called upon to render many services which the 
legislation establishing it never anticipated. 
. The states, counties and cities vitally need some new organiza- 
tion to wipe out duplication of service; duplication of courts and 
court services. It will come slowly because it comes in the Demo- 
cratic manner. No one man can order it. It can come only when 
the people become sufficiently aroused to vote for men who are 
willing to place service to their government over politics. It is too 
much now to expect that county politicians would be willing to see 
their county consolidated with three or four others with the conse- 
quent loss of two-thirds or three-fourths of the jobs. It is against 
human nature.

They gave the Indians guns and ammunition, and any chief who | 
could take a train of pack horses to Pensacola, Fla., was supplied | 
with all the fighting equipment he could carry home, 

While this was going on, state governors and the government | 
at Washington were doing their best to pacify the Indians and’ 
blaming the frontier people for most of the trouble. | [ 

The Indians, especially after St. Clair’s shameful defeat and the 
massacre of his army, thought they could whip anybody. What 
they thought of the whites is best revealed by a quotation from the 
“American State Papers, Indian Affairs.” 

A Creek warrior is speaking: “It is to our interest to keep up 
war with the United States. When we commit ravages against | 
them, of ever so great a nature, we can easily hold a treaty and get | 
large presents and be at peace. We can then repeat our conduct, | 
for the people of the United States are very good-natured.” 

Across the years we salute him! He spoke a prophetic and his- 
torical mouthful. 
A Japanese military man expressed the same idea last year, 

though he used the words “easy to fool.” The Japanese, prizing 
“face” as the Indians did, are equally unable to understand the 
forbearance of the strong. 

Americans are a friendly people. It is one of the qualities that 
make our land a decent place to live. It may be misunderstood, but 
it is not a fawning friendliness. . It is the patient tolerance of free 


men who are sure of their strength.

City state, Pius XI stood out as 


one of the most forceful pontiffs 
of modern times. 

Elected head of the Roman Cath- 
clic church on February 6, 1922, 


he became, seven years later, the 


first Pope since Pius IX to reign 
as a temporal as well as a spir- 
itual sovereign. He was the first 
pontiff in 59 years to extend pa- 
ternal greetings to the King, 
Queen and Princes of United Italy. 
And he was the first after 1870 
to leave the confines of the Vat- 
ican. 

This last step, ending the “pris- 
oner of the Vatican” habits of his 
predecessors, he took on July 25, 
1929, when he was borne in a gor- 
geous procession around St. Peter’s 
square. But more significant of the 
new freedom was his trip of De- 
cember 20, 1929. Then, without 
previous announcement, he motor- 
ed across Rome to St. John Lat- 
eran, “mother church of Christen- 


dom,” there to celebrate a half. 


The next 
day, before a cheering throng 
which packed St. Peter’s he cele- 
brated the fiftieth anniversary of 
his first mass. 

“The Saint Maker.” 

Fame as “the saint maker” came 
to Pius in the later years of his 
tenure, for under his sovereignty

ter of men and women beatified 
or canonized. 

Half of these were named with- 
in the “holy year” of 1933-34, es- 
pecially ordained by the pontiff to

Holy Year Happiest. 
That “holy year” was one of the 
happiest of the declining years for 
the aging pontiff. With the world 
seeking a way out of the economic 
depression, he preached the theory 
of prayer in the search for this 
outlet. The 12 months’ observance 
coincided with the quinquennial 
visits of most of the American 
bishops to Rome and he heard with 
delight their reports that the 
United States seemed to be

The 
controversy flamed into open re- 
volt a year later when the govern- 
ment deported all Mexican bishops, 
but Pope Pius frowned upon at- 
tempts to organize.a Catholic boy- 
cott, ordered the -priests to stay 
out of politics and forbade them to 
take up arms.

In another dramatic incident 
Pope Pius focussed upon himself 
the attention of educators in all 
lands. This happened when he is- 
sued his encyclical “On the Chris- 
tian Education of Youth.” It was 


his blessings “to the city’ and the 
world.” 

In smaller things, too, this char- 
acteristic of Pius VI was empha- 
sized. It was unusual for the head 
of the church to appear as an au- 
thor of secular works and he con- 
sequently caused some astonish- 
ment by publishing a volume on 
his earlier experiences as a moun- 
tain climber. 

He invited baseball playing and 
introduced radio within the pre- 
cincts of the Vatican. He author- 
ized the taking of motion pictures 
of himself and attendants in va- 
rious ceremonies and he installed 
loud speakers in St. Peter’s so that 
all might hear his voice when the 
vast edifice was packed with 70,- 
000 auditors on great occasions. 


Lent Aid to Relief. 


He came into power when post- 
war burdens still weighed heavily 
upon the shoulders of European 
states. He aimed from the start to 
establish closer relationship be- 
tween the church and these trou- 
bled governments and lost no op- 
portunity to make his influuence 
felt in its proper field. 

He instituted an effective system 
of relief for the then famished 
Russians, endeavoring not only to 
alleviate the suffering, but bring 
the church of Rome into closer re- 
lationship with the eastern church. 

Pope Pius also gave lavishly to- 
ward the relief of impoverished 
Austria and Germany and extend- 
ed his benefactions in this regard 
to Ireland, Greece and Asia Minor. 

It was said that he gave more 
than $1,000,000 to charity from 
his privy purse in the first 19 
months of his reign. 

An early official act that grati- 
fied American Catholics was a de- 
cree which extended from 10 days

At one time he awarded a prize 
for an attractive but modest dress, 
the medal going to a model which 
had a high neck and long sleeves 
and reached to within a few inches 
of the ground. He summed up the 
whole question in one of his en- 
cyclicals in which he declared that 
the women among the early Chris- 
tian martyrs were more concerned 
over nudity than death. In an- 
other encyclical, issued in May, 
1928, he said: 

“Christian modesty has been la- 
mentably forgotten in the way of 
living and the dressing of women 
especially, while an insatiable hun- 
ger for the perishable things of 
the world, anxious seeking for 
popular favor and.a disdain of le- 
gitimate authority and the word 
of God predominate, thus shaking 
the faith.” 

The family name of Pope Pius 
XI was Achille Ratti. He was 
born at Deiso, near Milan, May 
| 31, 1857, the son of Francesco and 
Teresa Ratti. His father was a silk 
worker, who became manager of 
the business in which he was em- 
ployed, and later a partner. 

The future Pope was a brilliant 
student from childhood and in the 
records of the various institutions 
which he attended many praise- 
worthy remarks may be found op- 
posite his name. He obtained his 
first education in a country school 
conducted by Don Giuseppe Volon- 
teri, a priest, and which he at- 
tended until he was 10 years old. 
His academic education was com- 
pleted at the seminary of St. Pe- 
ter the Martyr, under the tutelage 
of his uncle, Domiano Ratti, and 
at the high school at Monza.

to Rome and in October, 1879, en- 
tered the Lombard seminary. 
Ordained a Priest. 

On December 20, 1879, he was 
ordained a priest and celebrated 
his first mass in the church of San 
Carlo at Corso, in Rome, while 
still continuing his studies in the 
seminary where he was specializ- 
ing in philosophy, theology and 
canon law. It was while he was 
attending this seminary that his 
father died, and left the young 
priest to fight his own way 
through life, a heavy blow inas- 
much as the pursuit of study re- 
quired considerable financial sup- 


port. 

In 1882, Father Ratti was grad- 
uated from the seminary, receiv- 
ing at the same time the diploma 
in philosophy at the Pontifical 
Academy of St. Thomas Aquinas, 
instituted by Pope Leo XIII to pro- 
mote the study of that historic 
teacher. The young priest’s work 


was of such high order that, be- 


fore leaving Rome, he was pre- 
sented to Leo XIII together with 
his comrade Lualdi, with whom he 
had taken the examinations and 
who later became director of the 
Lombard seminary and then a car- 
dinal. The two were destined, 
years later, to sit in the conclave 
which chose;one of them as suc- 
cessor to Benedict XV. 


Father Ratti returned to Milan 
and, at the behest of the arch- 
bishop. Monsignor Nazri Calabiana 
took charge of the courses in sa- 
cred eloquence in the theological 
seminary. He remembered these 
years, even after he had become 
Pope, as the most emotional in 
his career. 

It was here that he was imbued 
with a passion for historical re- 
search, literature and philology. 
Observing his aptitude im these 


branches, Mgr. Ceriani, prefect of! 
the Ambrosian library, in Milan,! 


urged him to request admittance 
as a doctor in that institution. This 
request was granted. 


The library rich in manuscripts! 


and old works, was founded in 
1609 and always under the care of 
the clergy. Father Ratti entered 
into the work of the institution in 
1888 and.in 1907, when Mr. Ceri- 
ani died, was made prefect. 

His years as prefect of the in- 
stitution were full of intense ac- 
tivity in research and literature. 
Most of his written works were 
short pamphlets on church history 
but there was one long work, three 
volumes, which received high 
praise from Leo XIII. 

Pius II Letters Found. 

An, original research also per- 
mitted him to write an exhaustive 
study on St. Charles Borromeo, 
which was published on the third 
centenary of the latter’s canoniza- 
tion. Father Ratti also discovered 
the existence of 43 original letters 
of Pius II as well as many touch- 
ing on the wars of the King of 
Naples and the popes. 


It was while he was prefect of 
the Ambrosian library that the fu-. 


ture Pope developed a passion for 
mountain climbing. The arrival of 
vacation time was the signal for 
donning mountain breeches and 
hob-nailed boots, taking a knap- 
sack and alpenstock and going far 
up among the peaks, He knew the 
heights of Switzerland equally as 
well as those of Italy. 


He was an active member of the 


Italian Alpine Club and contrib- 


uted many pamphlets describing 
his wanderings. Many of those 
pamphlets have remained the au- 
thoritative word on routes, paths 
and general information for the 
Alpine climbers. 

The height of his Alpine prowess 
was reached when he discovered a 
new path for the ascension of 
Monte Rosa, one of the most diffi- 
cult climbs in the Italian Alps. He 
alone knew this path until one day 
he saw some Italian soldiers strug- 
gling to get supplies to the top of 
the mountain, scaling from one 
dangerous rock to another. He of- 
fered to show them a better and 
easier path and conducted them 
along his path. To show their

The last five-word phrase was 
added in 1930 after the Lateran ac- 
cord had become accomplished 
facts. And despite all the mis- 
sionary zeal of Pius, his endeavor 
to bring the schismatic eastern 
churches back to the tutelage of 
Rome, his encyclical inviting 
Christians of all lands to return 
to the fold of St. Peter, his suc- 
cess in placating France and his ac- 
tions regarding Mexico and Rus- 
sia, he probably will go down in 
history rather as the inspirer and 
negotiator of those Lateran pacts. 

The treaties, three in number, 
were signed February 11, 1929, by 
the then papal secretary of state, 
Cardinal Gasparri, and Premier 
Mussolini. After they had been 
approved by Pope Pius and King 
Victor Emmanuel, they went into 
full effect on June 7 of that year. 

By the treaties the “law of guar- 
anties” passed by Italy in 1870, 
but never accepted by the popes 
because it was a unilateral act, was 
annulled. The Italian state sup- 
planted it by an acknowledgment 
of the plenary power and juridical 
sovereignty of the Pontiff over the 
Vatican City state. 

This small realm of 110 acres 
Was recognized as pontifical ter- 
ritory in absolute dominion. In 
return, the Holy See acknowledged 
the kingdom of Italy in its terri-

Italy, moreover, paid 1,750,000,- 
600 lire (about $87,500,000) to the 
Holy See as compensation for 
spoliation of papal territory in the 
1860-70 period when the kingdom’s 
unity was being forged in the fires 
of war.

A somewhat similar conflict of 
views as to the proper relations 
between the church and the gov- 
ernment of a predominantly Cath- 
olic nation caused the bitter three- 
year breach between Mexico and 
the Holy See. It had its genesis 
in a rebellion against Santa Ana 
in the ’50’s, and reached its apex 
of armed conflict in 1926. 

The “laws of Juarez,” promul- 
gated in 1855 and 1857, suppressed 
ecclesiastical courts for civil cases, 
forbade the church to hold real 
estate for other than religious pur- 
poses and established free, non- 
sectarian schools. During the long 
regime of Porfirio Diaz these stat- 
utes were dead letters, but when

Neither the Carranza nor the 
Obregon administration translated 
these provisions into statute law. 
but the next president, Plutarco 
Elias Calles, was a pronounced an- 
ti-clerical and when the Mexican 
congress gave him the power to 
legislate by decree, the controversy 
burst into being. The Mexican 
archbishops and bishops notified 
him that the clergy and Catholics 
generally would not recognize the 
validity of the disputed sections. 

Provisions of Articles. 

The articles provided for non- 
sectarian public schools, ruled 
against monastic vows and orders, 
that all religious services must be 
held in places of public worship 
and under government supervision, 
declared marriage solely a civil 
contract, limited the number of 
priests in a given locality and their 
nationality to Mexicans, prohibit- 
ed clergymen from voting or hold- 
ing public office or inheriting real 
property from anyone outside the 
fourth-degree of relationship and 
denied trial by jury to persons ac- 
cused of infractions of these pro- 
visions. 

President Calles issued an en- 
abling act of 33 provsions putting 
these articles into effect, requir- 
ing all clergymen to register, plac- 
ing the church buildings in charge 
of public caretakers and forbidding 
the wearing of clerical dress in 
public. By August virtually all 
Roman Catholic clerics had left the 
country, been deported or gone 
into hiding and armed bands, 
using religion as a cloak, were 
Waging guerilla warfare in sev- 
eral states. 

This condition continued for 
three years despite efforts from 
many varied sources to bring the 
factions into accord. At one time 
President Calles, Father John J.

The parents said the child had 
been all right until the night be- 
fore, when they noticed he could 
not breathe properly. They had 
called a doctor who prescribed for 
the child and instructed the par- 
ents to call him if the child was 
not better in two hours. The doc- 
tor’s medicince seemed to induce 
slight vomiting, after which the 
child seemed better, so the parents 
had not called the doctor again 
until next morning. When the 
doctor arrived he saw the child 
was in a desperate state and rush- 
ed him to the hospital for intuba- 
tion. 

Besides, inserting the tube in 
the throat, the hospital physician 
gave the child immediately 60,000 
units of anti-toxin in the ordinary 
way and 10,000 units in dextrose 
solution directly into the vein. 

Now on closer questioning the 
child’s father said the boy had 
been suffering with just an ordi- 
nary cold for several days, but as 
he had not seemed feverish and 
kept at play and at school, the 
parents had paid little attention 
to it. Oh, yes, the childs’ voice had 
become hoarse, too, but still the 
parents thought it was just an or- 
dinary cold, and, indeed, they had 
not thought of having medical ad- 
vice until they noticed the diffi- 


culty in breathing. 


I should like to repeat a few 
things I have said many times be- 
fore, and leave you to draw your 
own moral.

“slight cold,” “bad cold or “just a 
cold.” :
